The blockade at the Stock-Yards was raised 
y, but the resumption of work was 
nota general one. The strikers did not go to 
work and were discharged. The railroad peo- 
ple sent their own engines and men into Pack- 
ingtown to move the loaded cars out of the 
but the work was not entered into with 
‘the spirit the railroad managers expected the 
employés of the different ruads would display. 
Some of the engineers and firemen when 
asked to do the work of the ex-strikers refused 
to do so, and in consequence some of the rail- 
road officials did the switching and handling 
of engines themselves. 
Today will see a concerted effort on the part

to raise the blockade, and a tolerably good 
gtart resulted. 

The Railway Switching Association has dis- 
banded. The officials of that body emphat- 
ically deny that the organization has dis- 
solved, but from thoroughly reliable sources 
it was learned that it had done so. The re- 
port printed in yesterday’s Tn that Su- 
perintendent G. T. Williams will no longer 
have charge of the switching work at the 
Stock-Yards was verified yesterday. This 
does not alone mean that because the Railway 
Switching Association has been dissolved Su- 
perintendent Williams is out of the position 
he held, but it also means that if the Switch- 
ing Association is ever reorganized, as it prob- 
ably will be in a short time, there will be at 
its head an entirely new management. This 
is deeply significant, as showing how strongly 
the packers have objected to the way things 
had been managed by the previous officers of 
the association. 

Forced to Disband. 

It was with great reluctance that the rail- 
road superintendents dissolved the Switching 
Association. Before it had been organized 
and when each road did its own switching 
traffic at the yards was of the most compli- 
eated kind. There was a constant clash. The 
Switching Association did away with all this, 
facilitated the business of the packers, and 
economized matters for the railroads so that 
could do the work with one-half the 
mgines formerly employed. The benefits de- 
tived were great, so they were loath to break 
the association, though unwilling to grant 
men what they asked. But at their first 
metting they passed resolutions threaten- 


ing te dissolve the association if 
the men would not go to work. 
When the men refused to work 


the superintendents did not keep their 
promise, and the packers began to complain. 
They urged that the association be dissolved 
and that each road do its own switching, so 
that they would not lose thousands of dollars. 
Saturday night the superintendents again 
issued their threat in the shape of a resolution, 
and when the men came forward with a com- 
promise again failed tw keep it and hastened 
to accept the compromise. 

When the switchmen struck the superintend- 
ents for the third time issued their threat. The 
packers, disgusted with the previous conduct 
of the railroad people and fearing that the 
threat would again not de kept, 
brought heavy pressure to bear. 
They complained strongly against the pre- 
vious management of the Switching Associa- 
tion and insisted that the association be dis- 
solved or placed under a new management. The 
railroads promised to be earnest this time, 
and pursuant to their promise the Switching 
Association was declared dissolved yestcr- 
day morning. 

Railroads to Do the Switching. 

A long string of Railway Switching Asso- 
ciation engi stood on the Forty-seventh 
street of the Stock-Yards early in the 
morning. The engineers and firemen had 
steam up and were prepared to go to work. 
The switchmen were around waiting for de- 
velopments. They had heard of 
the railroad officials’ ultimatum, but 
expected some proposition. It did not come.

Switching Association has been dissolved, but 
a fact. The different roads will 
switching till the time is favorable 
for a reorganization, when the association will 
be formed again, with new officials at the 
head, however. Today will see either a sur- 
render on the part of the siriking switchmen 
or an extension of the striké to other roads. 
The firemen and engineers were paid off 
yesterday morning and the switchmen in the 
afternoon. It is not unlikely that today the 
engineers and firemen will apply for work on 
the other roads. No trouble is expected to- 
day, for the yards are well protected by city 
police. Chief Marsh sent out 300 men and 
placed them under Hunt 


yesterday and accompanied every engine. 
Seventy-five of them were at the yards last 
night, though no switching was done. Should 
the strike be extended today the packers are 
prepared to furnish men to do the switching 
so long as the railroads furnish the engines. 
This was largely the case yesterday. 

The beef butchers and their helpers who 
were laid off Sunday did not resume work yes- 
terday, the packers wishing to see where yes- 
terday’s developments would leave matters. 
Armour, Swift, and Morris stopped slaughter- 
ing beef altogether, and a freat many more 
men were laid off. The total reached 5,000 or 
6,000 men. ‘Lhey will all resume work today. 

Not Sanctioned by Sweeney. 

A good deal of significance lies in a remark 
made by Grand Master Sweeney of the Switch- 
men’s Association to the effect that the asso- 
ciation had not sanctioned the Stock-Yards 
strike and that it was not in sympathy with it. 
On the other hand, Grand Organizer Hall of 
the Switchmen’s Association said yesterday: 
The strike is by far more important to Chi- 
cago and vicinity than ever the New York 
Central could be. It is important in this way, 
that it may entail a strike of great proportions 
among the various roads doing business with 
the yards.” 

„Will the men employed by the individual 
roads refuse to handle Stock-Yards freight?“ 

“ They will not refuse to handle it in the 
same manner as previously—that is, taking 
the cars to the yards—but when they are asked 
to do switching in the yards proper I don’t 
think they willdo so. There is an unwritten 
law in the various brotherhoeds and unions 
that no man shall take a striker’s place.“ 

“ What effect will that have!“ 

“The effect of blockading the Stock- 
Yards in such a manner as to render it almost 
im possible to move cars. 

Fully twenty switchmen, employés of the 
Illinois Central, were gathered in the little 
switch shanty under the Randolph street via- 
duct discussing the situation of affairs during 
the noon hour yesterday. There was no beat- 
ing about the bush in their remarks, and one 
of them, when asked what action the men 
would take if requested to do the company’s 
work in the Stock-Yards, replied: ; 

do not know precisely what we will d 
until we are asked to do something of the 
kind. But you ean depend on it that we won't 
take the places of the strikers until the strike 
is declared off or the association dissolves, and 
even then the matter will be studied before we 
will do any work.”’ 

That the Switching Association had dis- 
banded was hardly given credence bythe men, 
and until positively assured of the fact the II- 
linois Central officials will have a hard time 
getting their men to do any Stock-Yards 
switching. The Illinois Central road handles 
a large number of cars of beef put up by the 
houses in Packingtown, and the example of 
their men in the event of a refusal on their 
part to do the strikers’ work may be followed 
by other roads. Several engineers and fire- 
men in the Fort Wayne yards were asked their 
views, and, while they were non-committal as 
to what action they would take at present, 
said: If the Switching Association has dis- 
solved that settles the matter. The men are 
discharged and it doesn’t concern us. We 
will do the work for our road if the facts are 
true as told us.” Another railroad employé 
said: 
do the work there are 200 who will not. That's 
the situation. 

Threaten a Big Tie-Up. 

The Stock-Yards switchmen met last night 
and said that if they were not given work they 
would tie up all the roads in Chicago. It was 
reported that they had offered to go to work 
for the old wages if the Switching Association 
was reorganized, but they denied this. 


WILL FIGHT THE STRIKE TO THE END. 


Chicago and Alton Officials Say They Pro- 
pose to Run the Road. 

The Chicago and Alton switchmen in the 
yards at Brighton Park, Bridgeport, and Har- 
rison street have stopped work. There are 
only about fifty of them all told, but their ab- 
sence from their posts has effectually block- 
aded all freight traffic at this end of the road, 
and has made the getting out of passenger- 
trains a matter of difficulty. 

The cause of the trouble as given by the 
officers of the road is as follows: 

Thomas Welch, for many years foreman and 
pilot of our Bridgeport yard, left us a few months 
ago to go to the Chicago and Western Indiana 
road at an advance in pay. We promoted one of 
our switchmen to the vacant position and he has 
been unable to handle the business, all of the 
business interests in that district complaining re- 
peatedly of the delay by reason of the switching 
not being promptly done. Not having any man in 
our employ who we felt was competent to fill this 
place we asked Mr. Welch to come beck and 
resume his old position at the same pay he was 
receiving on the Chicago and Western Indiana 


road. 

He accepted the position and was to take charge 
Sept. 1. Theswitchmen, hearing of this appoint- 
ment, sent a to protest against it, 
claiming that one of their number should have 
been appointed to fill the vacancy. The company 
takes the position that while it is willing and anx- 
ous to promote its subordinates it has the right 
to be the sole judge of the competency of such 
subordinates, and when they have any doubt as 
to a subordinate being able to fill a higher posi- 
tion claim the right to employ whom they please 
and that thisis a matter that employés have no 
right, whatever. to interfere with. 

The company will refuse to resmplov any of the 
strikers under any circumstances. and will fill 
their places as rapidly as possible with new men, 
which can be done ut any trouble whatever,

plused at the Action of the Supreme 
Council in Discountenancing Their 
Walkout—What Mr. Webb Says, 


_ New York, Aug. 26.—[Special.]—New York 
is once again the headquarters of the strike 
which Mr. Powderly declares will be hard 
fought’ and which Mr. Webb says is a thing 
of the past. The labor leaders who returned 
tothe city tonight from Albany still talked 
bravely, but it was hard to believe that they 
were not talking against their own belief, for 
the outward evidences were all on the side of 
the railroad company. 

A reporter made a tour of the freight yards 
today to learn exactly what was their condi- 
tion. He found the yards pretty thickly popu- 
lated with policemen and green hands who 
did not yet appear to have the busi- 
ness at their finger ends. There was a 
much bigger force at work than is to be found 
there in times of peace. But the work was 
going forward steadily. Cars were being load- 
ed and trains made up and moved. There was 
no blockade upon the road, though possibly 
the wheels moved more slowly than usual. 

May Yet Be a General Tie-Up. 

Powderly’s expression in his speech at the 
Unién Square mass-meeting this evening that 
the Federation of Railway Employés will 
stand with us and fight with us, horse, foot, 
and dragoons,” has given the strikers more 
encouragement than any action since the 
strike was inaugurated. It is interpreted by 
labor leaders as a prophecy that the firemen, 
trainmen, and switchmen on the Vander- 
bilt lines will be on strike within a month. 
The supposed plan was outlined by Master- 
Workman Jackson of Labor Assembly No. 
1,074 this evening. 

Jou see,” he said, many of the firemen 
now on strike are members of the Federa- 
tion and are also Knights of Labor. They 
may desert the present strike and apply for 
reinstatement. In the present crippled condi- 
tien of the Central the good men will be taken 
back under conditions. 

After working a week or so they will find 
grievances and present them to the company. 
If the Central continues its present course 
they will be refused. Then they will present 
their grievances to the Brotherhood of Fire- 
men and if found justifiable they will*pe sanc- 
tioned. This, of course, will involve the 
brotherhood, and with them will be drawn in 
the entire federation. And so you see the 
Vanderbilt system may yet be tied up.“ 

Perhaps this proposed big tie-up is what 
gives the strikers their cheerfulness under the 
apparent shadow of defeat. 

The sharp personalities indulged in by the 
federation against the course of Vice-Presi- 
dent Webb will be treated with silent con- 
tempt by that gentleman. Mr. Webb does 
not think that he has been generously used by 
the head of the federation after all the nice 
things that were said between them when 
Brother Sargent was in New York. 

The matter is pure personality,“ he said 
today, and I do not think that the public has 
any interest in it. It lies between me and the 
gentlemen of the federation. Iam confident 
that the public fully understands the position 
of the company. I have asseverated over and 
over again how we stood toward the dis- 


charged employss, and. I cannot make the 


dtter any more clear V going vver it again. 

The Supreme Council certainly acted 
wisely in refusing to take more men out of 
our employ, in view of the fact that there are 
now between 2,000 and 2.500 men out of work 
who can never come back into the New York 
Central. I do not think that the order to ex- 
tend the strike would have cost us any more 
men, but it might have put out of employ- 
ment thousands of men employed on other 
roads and caused much suffering among their 
families. 

We did not expect that the Council would 
order a strike, but if it had done so we would 
have gone right along on the lines marked out, 
securing new men and doing business just as 
fast as we could handle it. I do not think we 
should have had much trouble any way. We 
are now working in excellent shape, and yes- 
terday we did one of the biggest freight busi- 
nesses that the road has ever known. For in- 
stance, we exchanged a thousand freight cars 
with the Boston and Albany road at Albany. 

“Even if Mr. Powderly orders the rest of 
the Knights out I do not believe that he can 
get the men to go. The men are heartily sick 
of the strike, and in their heart of hearts know 
that they have been defeated.”’ 

Mass-Meeting in Union Square. 

About 2,500 persons, including curiosity- 
seekers and a heavy police force, attended the. 
mass-meeting of the Knights of Labor at 
Union Square tonight. It did not equal either 
in number or enthusiasm the expectations of 
the projectors of the meeting. Inter- 
est centered mainly in Mr. Powderly, 
leader of the Knights. The former 
employés of the New York Central 
in this city marched in a body to the square 
behind a drum corps. The men were cheered 
by the crowd which was gathered about the 
cottage platform at the upper end of the 
square. Transparencies were borne with the 
following mottoes: Never Give Up the 
Ship.“ Steady All Along the 
Line,” Pinkerton's Hirelings Not an 
American Institution, Our Battle Is for 
Principle, No Incendiarism and No Ruffian- 
ism,” Sure to Win,” Solid as a Rock.“ and 
others. When the men had filed by T. B. 
Wakeman, the Socialist orator, who had been 
interrupted in his speech, resumed his argu- 
ment. Opposite the cottage, out on the plaza, 
a truck had been hauled, which was oceu- 
pied by several speakers, the most promi- 
nent of them being Prof. Garside of the Cloak. 
makers’ Union. He spoke at the same time 


that Mr. Powderly was occupying the 
platform on the opposite side. The 
police precautions were excellent. Iu- 


spector Williams was in charge. He 
had 250 men in line in full view opposite the 
speakers’ stand and three Captains were be- 
side him as aids. In the station houses the 
reserves were all in waiting, as they have been 
cofistantly since the strike began. 
The magnates of the meeting assembled on 
the main platform. There were Messrs. Pow- 
derly and Hayes, who had arrived from Al- 
bany at half-past 6 o’clock, and the promot- 
ers of the meeting. Hugh Greenan of the 
Coopers’ Union had charge of the arrange- 
ments. 
Over a dozen speakers had been scheduled 
to make addresses, but as the first speakers 
had transgressed the time limit only half the 
intended number were allowed to display their 
oratorical abilities. 

Advice to the Strikers. 
Thaddeus B. Wakeman was the first speak- 
er. After the preliminaries of ‘the meeting 
had been gone through he advised the audi- 
ence to assert itself at the polls and fight the 
monopolists there. The capitalists were suck- 
ing the lifeblood of the country and the work- 
ingmen must stop them. 
Mrs. Margaret Moore, who has figured 
prominently in Irish politics in this city, gave 
a five-minutes’ address. She counseled or- 
ganization among the laboring classes and 
advocated self-reliance. 
A letter of regret for non-attendance was 
read from Samuel Gompers, President of the 
Federation of Labor. He sympathized with

THE STRIKE A SMALL AFFAIR, 


Knights of Labor Number Only One Hun- 
dred and Fifty Thousand. 

The report that all Knights of Labor on the 
Vanderbilt system will be called out in sup- 
port of the New York Central strikers carries 
no terror to those who know what the Knights 
of Labor amount to in the West. They are 
today a mere shadow of what hey were four 
years ago. From 600,000 members in good 
standing in the United States in 1886, the num- 
ber has shrunk to about 150,000, taking a liberal 
estimate. They have but two District Assem- 
blies consisting of railroad men—No. 246, 
| whichis the one now engaged in the New York 
Central strike, and No. 82, which embraces a 
considerable portion of the Union Pacific 
railroad and represents a really stronger or- 
ganization on that line. There is not an- 
other district or local assembly of railroad- 
men along the. Vanderbilt system, and accord- 
ing to the present aspect of the strike the 
Union Pacific would not be involved in a 
strike of the Vanderbilt lines, there being only 
a traffic arrangement between that road and 
the Northwestern, which is owned by the Van- 
derbilts only to a small extent, 

George Rodgers of District Assembly No. 
24, last night had heard nothing of any gen- 
eral strike of Knights 
credited the report that such an order had 
been issued, 

It may be asserted that if all the Knights of 
Labor employed on the Michigan Central, the 
Lake Shore, the Big Four, and the North- 
western were to leave their jobs at Mr. Pow- 
derly’s call the orderto strike would be almost 
the only evidence of the existence of a strike. 
It is claimed the Knights of Labor on the 
Vanderbilt lines aut e numerically 
among labor organizations. Mr. Powderly 
himself cannot tell their number with any- 
thing like certainty owing to the mixed or- 
ganization of the Knights of Labor. 


BUFFALO SWITCHMEN IN THE DUMPS. 


They Feel Discouraged by: the Decision of 
the Supreme Council. 

Burraro, N. Y., Aug. 26.—[Special.]—Evi- 
dently the Knightsof Labor leaders regard Buf- 
falo as an important point from which to con- 
duct operations. Several are already here and 
others are expected. Maj. McGowan of Al- 
bany arrived this morning and J. J. Holland 
came in this afternoon. They and other lead- 
ers have curious ways of viewing the action of 
the federation in not ordering a general tie-up. 
When talking for the public they say an in- 
dorsement was all they expected, but their 
private views are declared to have a tinge of 
red. All unite in saying that now they have 
just begun the fight; that it will 
be waged in earnest, but no details are forth- 
coming. It is hard to see how they can confine 
the strike to the Central and make an im- 
pression. Holland, Devlin, Dwyer, and 
McGowan are the four men who are ex- 
pected to look after the strike at this point, 
and it is understood they will remain in Buf- 
falo for the purpose of fighting until every 
means of warfare is exhausted. 

Though the leaders say they are still in the 
battle it could easly be seen this morning 
that the feeling among the railroad men is 
that the trouble is nearly over. 

It was also stated that the Central intended 
to issue a sort of manifesto to the men offer- 
ing those who struck their places back again, 
but no concessions would be made to those 
who were discharged. There is a lot of sore 
switchmen in this city. Repudiated by their 
own order, they know not where they stand. 
They could not believe it true that they had 
been left to sink or swim as best they might. 
General Manager Toucey, who is still here, 
was asked today if he intended to reinstate 
any of the switchmen who struck. His an- 
swer was an emphatic “No.” It was report- 
ed that an effort will be made by Maj. Mc- 
Gowan and others to enlist the sympathy of 
the firemen; also that the switchmen will 
send a committee to ask for reinstatement. 


FINANCIAL AID FOR THE STRIKERS, 


Money Will Be Furnished Within Two 

_ Weeks—Trains Moving Regularly. 

Arpany, N.Y., Aug. 26.—([Special, ]—Freight- 
trains are nuw moving freely on the Central 
road, and tonight the passenger department 
of the road officially announced that it 
was prepared to take care of all traffic 
that may be offered, includmg all ex- 
cursion and special business. All 
local and through trains, the company 
states, are running regularly on time, and the 
service is as effectual as before the strike. At 
the strikers’ headquarters no bulletin was 
issued today, but a letter from Grand Execu- 
tive Officer A. W. Wright was printed and 
posted. It notifies the strikers that the Gen- 
eral Executive Board will be in position to ex- 
tend financial aid to the men who are ona 
strike on the Vanderbilt system within two 
weeks.

Mr. Wright gives instruc- 
tions for distributing the funds and 
concludes: * Remember the money will be 
in a great measure made up of the hard earn- 
ings of men who are in the struggle with grim 
daily want and 1t behooves us and you to see 
that every penny of it is rightfully expend- 
ed.

The public, which evidently wished to 
show its sympathy with the management of 
McVicker’s and its admiration of the best of 
American dramas, was not slow in taking its 
cue. When one entered and glanced over the 
crowds that filled the parquet and overflowed 
the immense balcony one was reminded of the 
nights when a Patti or a Tamagno was the at- 
traction. 

If the spectators expected a crudé perform- 
ance and were prepared to excuse it they 
found that no demand was made on their in- 
dulgence. In the matter of costumes an ex- 
perienced eye could detect here and there a 
makeshift, but in other respects the play 
seemed to be more successful than ever. Chi- 
cagoans are used to fires and to surmounting 
their obstacles; and it seemed as if the 
immense audience inspired the actors with its 
frank enthusiasm. At any rate the perform- 
ance progressed briskly, and, what was hardly 
expected, the dialogue was heard with consid- 
erable distinctness in all parts of the hall. 
The top galleries had been. shut off by that 
peculiar appliance which would hide from 
strangers the fact that such galleries existed. 
The acoustics, which were so much admired 
during the opera season, proved to be favor- 
able to drama as well; and a pure articula- 
tion was caught almost as easily in the large 
space as if heard in a small room. 

The scenes that were particularly benefited 
by the change of quarters were those that 
were semi-spectacular, such as the signal- 
ing from the mountain-tops and 
the retreat of the Union troops. 
One never remembers, indeed, the retreat, the 
ride of Sheridan, and the revival of the troops 
to be so effectively done as they were last 
night under conditions of novelty. The Sher- 
idan incident stirred the enthusiasm of the 
audience, which cheered long after the curtain 
had fallen. 

Warm Welcome to Manager Sharpe. 

At this point Mr. Louis Sharpe, the veteran 
manager of McVicker’s, appeared before the 
curtain. He was welcomed warmly-and the 
welcome would have been even warmer if the 
spectators could have known what he had 
gone through during the day. He had been 
at work since daybreak at the scene of the 
fire bringing order out of confusion and at the 
same time preparing for the resumption of 
business at night. He was now bright asa 
new dollar, though suffering from extreme 
fatigue and a sprained arm. His speech was 
brief. He thanked the vast audience for the 
expression of sympathy which its presence in- 
dicated. He made ackowledgment of the 
kindness of the Auditorium management to 
McVicker’s Theater and to “Shenandoah ”’ in 
an hour of disaster and embarrassment; 
and then he bespoke the indulgence of the 
ladies present if all failed to secure the sou- 
venirs which had been prepared for the occa- 
sion. Many souvenirs had been destroyed, 
he said, in the fire; and it only remained to 
make the 700 which were left goas far as 
possible. The play, he added, would find its 
home at the Auditorium during the present 
week and the week to come, thus completing 
its contemplated stay in Chicago. : 

Mr. Sharpe retired and the ushers began the 
work of distributing the souvenirs. 

Beautiful Souvenirs Distributed. 


The souvenirs were worthy an occasion 
which was doubly remarkable. They were 
tablets of bronze bearing a fine likeness of 
Gen. Sheridan, and resting in plats of purple 
velvet. Noone envied the ushers the task of 
distribution. It was impossible that all who 
were present should be accommodated. Those 
who were disappointed may console themselves 
with the reflection that, as the souvenirs have 
been so well received, many more tabléts prob- 
ably will be struck off.

ARRANGING FOR THE BIG TOBACCO DEAL. 


How the Louisville and Cincinnati Concerns 

Are to Be Disposed of, 
- Lovursviriz, Ky., Aug. 26.—[Special.]—Ex- 
Congressman Albert S. Willis, who has been 
the active agent in engineering a gigantic com- 
bination of the tobacco warehouses of Louis- 
ville and Cincinnati, returned from New York 
today. He said: 

“Unless some unforeseen circumstances 
prevent, the twenty warehouses of Louisville 
and Cincinnati will be owned by one big stock 
company within a few days. They are not to 
be bought or to be owned in part by any syn- 
dicate, English, Dutch, or French. 

The warehouses of the two cities are to be 
capitalized into a big stock company. 
All of the firms will still retain their firm 
| names. As stockholders they have agreed 
to go into the company and to 
take at least one-third of the 
capital stock. The stock of this company 
will probably amount to $5,000,000, though the 
experts may find that it is worth some less. 
All the stock will be taken by the new ware- 
housemen themselves, the growers, even the 
buyers, and whoever else wants to invest. It 
does not now look asif one dollar of the stock 
would be allowed to go into foreign hands, The 
consolidation, which will increase the profits 
of the warehousemen, will also decrease the 


expenses of the growers because of the possi- 
bility of the lesser commissions.“ 


DISASTROUS FLOOD IN WEST VIRGINIA. 


Swollen Streams Causing Much Damage in 
the Vicinity of Wheeling. 

WI, W. Va., Aug. 26.—The heaviest 
rain-storm of the year began here about noon 
today and it is still raining hard.

The assignees gave 
bond in $30,000, indicating that Mr. Heald has 
assets of $15,000. The immediate cause of Mr. 
Heald’s failure was the demand of his bank 
for more margins, which he was unable to

J. F. Shamback, cabman No. 383, with a 
stand near the corner of State and Madison 
streets, who turned in an alarm, denies the 
statement of Musham that the night watch- 
man was drunk. He says positively that the 
man was sober.

HISTORY OF THE FAMOUS THEATER. 


Recognized ag the Leading One in the City 
from Its Commencement. 

Every one knows Mr. J. H. McVicker as the 
dean of the theatrical profession in Chicago and 
his theater as the principal institution of the kind 
in the West. He and his house are identified with 
the progress of Chicago. 

He was born in New York in 1822, In his youth 
he became a printer’s apprentice. Ie first began 
dramatic work in New Orleans in 1840. Coming to 
Chicago he made his first appearance here May 2, 
1848, in the first theater Chicago ever — 
that erected by John B. Rice in 1847. Mr. Me- 
Vicker's first part was Mr. Smith in My Neigh- 
bor’s Wife“; Mrs. McVicker the same night 
played in Hue and Cry.” Sept. 17 Mr. McVicker 
took a benefit, appearing in three pieces (actors 
worked in those days) — Ellen Wareham,” The 
Artful Dodger,” and “Sweethearts and Wives.” 
In 1850 Rice’s Theater burned. Mr. McVicker 
was on the stage when the alarm was given and 
helped save scenery, etc. 

In 1851 he bought the right to use Dan Marble’s 
plays and starred as a Yankee comedian. He 
played with success in England. He also man- 
aged the People’s in St. Louis for a short time. In 
March. 1857, he again came to Chicago and estab- 
lished McVicker’s Theater. Rice’s second house 
could not long compete with it, and was torn down 
in 1561, 

The people were proud of the new edifice, which 
cost $85,000—a big sum for those days. The theater 
was opened by a stock company, Mr. McVicker 
himself often taking part. The first bill consisted 
of The Honeymoon” and “The Kough Dia- 
mond.“ Tae Trreunse then said: “For the first 
time since Chicago took rank as one of the first 
cities of the Union she has a theater worthy of 
her citizens who patronize the drama. All the 
greatest actors appeared at this theater in the 
next few years. 

McVicker’s then became and remained to this 
day what Wallack's was to New York and Mrs. 
Drew’s to Philadelphia. The theater was re- 
modeled in 1870 at an expense of $90,000. 

The big fire destroyed it, but it was opened 
again Aug. 20, 1872, when “Might Makes Right 
was produced. 

For the fourth time since it was built the 
theater was reconstructed in 1885, and the work 
was thoroughly done. From top to bottom it was 
completely overhauled. It was then the interior 
assumed the beautiful light appearance it has 
since worn. Before that, as old playgoers will re- 
member, the auditorium used to be gloomy. Mr. 
McVicker was particularly proud of his upper 
galleries, which he provided with all possible 
comforts. Additional exits were made so that 
there was a total number of twenty-six, and all 
aisles were made to lead directly to doors. In its 
greatly improved shape the house was reopened 
the evening of July 1, 1885: The play was “True 
Nobility,” by John C. Freund of New York. It 
was not a success. The account in Tae Tarsvune 
the next morning said that the occasion was 
marked by an architectural triumph and a 
dramatic failure, Indeed, from that time to the 
present McVicker’s Theater has been the pride of 
the city, and has been often spoken of as the 
model theater of the country. 

“True Nobility” was withdrawn and Mr. Mc- 
Vicker began producing old comedies with a sum- 
mer stock company which was excellent. It con- 
tained such actors as Robert Mantell, Louis 
James, George Paxton, Edwin Varrey, Harry 
Hawk, Viola Allen, Caroline Hill, Ida Vernon, and 
Etta Baker. “London Assurance” was revived 
after True Nobility,” and was succeeded by“ The 
Marble Heart” and The School for Scandal.“

In the opinion of the subcommittee the land 
is high and dry, the parks perf sewered 
and watered, and on the east side of each the 
found gas-mains were extended. They foun 
that six street railways and six steam railways 
converged on this site, which represent a car- 
rying ee See 500,000 per day. In 
addition the Belt Line passes in rear of the 
site and could be msde to provide ample facil- 
ities for the delivery of freight, material, and 
exhibits on the grounds without breaking bulk 
at the various railway depots. 

In conclusion the suocommuttee recom- 
mended this site on account of the economy 
of preparation, its accessibility for visitors, 
exhibiters. and material, proximity to the 
center and business portion of the city, its 
ample and liberal proportions, and its superior 
hygienic and sanitary conditions.

THE RAILROAD FEDERATION’S DECISION. 

The Supreme Council of the Federated Rail- 
way Employés, while expressing ample sym- 
pathy for the Knights of Labor in their con- 
test with the New York Central company, has 
manifested its loyalty to its own coustitution 
and by-laws by declining to order a strike of 
its members, and also has failed to sustain the 
strike of switchmen belonging to the federa- 
tion at Buffalo. The latter strike goes by de- 
fault, and moral support is all that the federa- 
tion can offer to the other. The principle in- 
volved was the same in each case. The con- 
ditions prescribed by the constitution are that 
before a strike can be ordered not only the 
sanction of the individual brotherhood must 
be obtained but the grievance also must be 
submitted to the Supreme Council and sanc- 
tioned by it. This was not done. The Knights 
of Labor made their strike without any noti- 
fication to the Supreme Council of a grievance 
or their intention to strike. Hence the coun- 
cil could not comply with the request of the 
Knights without violating its own constitution. 
The switchmen at, Buffalo, who struck in sup- 
port of the men who were discharged because 
they refused to take the places of strikers, also 
violated the constitution of the federation by 
not presenting their grievance to the council, 
and hence have to shoulder the responsibility 
of their action. 

Having no grievances of any kind before it 
calling for its action the council did only 
what might have been expected of it. It con- 
veyed to the Knights the assurances of its ad- 
miration, consideration, and sympathy, and 
did it in fraternal fashion, and then left them 
to fight out their battle alone with the New 
York Central corporation. Thus the area of 
the contest is narrowed to its original limits, 
and what might have been a long and stub- 
born fight, involving heavy losses to the road 
and still heavier to the public, has been avert- 
ed. The outside associations may aid the 
Knights with moral and financial support, but 
the outcome is inevitable. There now is no 
other issue involved but the right of the com- 
pany to discharge its employés for cause, and 


that issue already has been settled by business. 


precedent and public sentiment, as it would 
be by law should the case be taken into the 
courts, No business corporation can give up 
that right without at the same time giv- 
ing up its control of its business 
and handing it over to outsiders. The 
action of the Supreme Council, therefore, 
virtually ends the strike. The company is 
moving its passenger and freight trains, and 
has announced its readiness to accept again 
even perishable freight. It will continue to do 

i under police protection if necessary. 
The Knights will make such terms as they can 
in the end. How far Master Workman Pow- 
derly’s authority may be affected by the posi- 
tion in which he finds himself and to what 
extent the Knights of Labor as an organiza- 
tion may suffer in further loss of prestige re- 
main to be seen. It was an unwise strike 
from the beginning, and if Mr. Powderly had 
been a prudent and far-seeing man he would 
not have allowed it to go beyond the limits of 
the local assembly, but would have settled it 
then and there.

THE THEATER FIRE. 
In an hour’s time the city has lost its oldest 


work completely and has left blackened walls 


of the decorations which were to have com- 
memorated last evening the hundredth per- 
formance of the favorite play which has 
drawn so many thousands this summer. 
McVicker’s Theater always has enjoyed a 
reputation for safety. So fur as the number of 
exits and the free approaches to open spaces 
on all sides are concerned it unquestionably 
was the safest in the city, but the furious 
spread of the fire and the rapidity and com- 
pleteness of its destruction give rise to grave 
reflection as one thinks what possibly might 
have happened had this fire broken out during 
a performance. The result shows not only 
that the theater was far from being fire-proof 
in any part of its construction but that the 
material included within its walls was 
specially inflammable. In this respect 
it was not more dangerous than several 
other theaters in the city, while in others it 
was safer, and yet morecomplete destruc- 
tion it would be hard to imagine. From the 
nature of the materials usedin theaters it is 
useless to expect them to be fire-proof, but 
they should be as nearly so as possible, and 
should offer the utmost resistance to combus- 
tion. If Mr. MeVicker decides to rebuild 
there need be no doubt that he will take this 
view of the case, and that the new theater will 
be safer and stronger than the old one by the 
employment of advanced methods in con- 
struction and the use of fire-proof material 
wherever possible. Itis an old saying that 
the natural end of every theater is to be 
burned, If this be true, though it should not 
be, Mr. Mevicker will congratulate himself 
that while the inevitable fate has overtaken 
his handsome structure no lives were lost and 
no disaster has occurred which money and 
time cannot make good. He will have the 
sympathy of the city and of his profession in 
his loss, tempered with the reflection that the 
veteran manager, with his customary courage 
and enterprise, tried in more than one fire, 
may haveanother theater before the snow 
flies even more elegant and secure than that 
which has given this community so much 
pleasure during the last twenty years. 


RECIPROCITY SENTIMENT IN CANADA. 

It is stated that although the natural life of 
the Dominion Parliament does not end until 
1892, Sir John Macdonald has made up his 
mind to dissolve it this fall so that a new one 
may be chosen before Christmas. The reason 
given is that the Government’s chance of se- 
curing a majority will be much better now 
than two years hence, It 1s the intention of 
the Liberals, if another session of the present 
Parliament is held, to discuss at length the 
advisability of securing reciprocity with the 
United States. Sir John fears the effect which 
such a discussion may have on public senti- 
ment. Therefore he deems it wisest to head 
off his opponents. 

This would be a wise move on the part of 
the Premier. If the McKinley bill passes, 
and especially if it goes through with a strong 
reciprocity provision in it, the pressure in 
Canada for fair and honest trade exchanges 
with the United States will be so strong that 
if the Liberals take it up they will carry the 
day. The first impulse in the Dominion 
when the McKinley bill was submitted was to 
retaliate. Nothing could have been more nat- 
ural, for it hits the Canadians some pretty 
hard blows, But as time went by and they 
studied the subject more coolly they began 
to see that retaliation would hurt them more 
than it would this country. Theirs is the 
smallest and poorest. They have more need 
of the United States than it has of them. 
Were they to bar out those American products 
they let in free now it might injure this coun- 
try a little, but it would play smash with them. 
To keep out such articles as the coal, cotton, 
eto., they now let in free would be to knock 
the manufactories of Ontario and Quebec in 
the head. 

So there is next to nothing heard now of re- 
taliation, which would be unprofitable, but a 
great deal of reciprocity, which would be 
greatly for the benefit of the Canadians. In 
spite of the duties which each country has im- 
posed the Canadians sell more to and buy 
more from the United States than any other 
nation. This is their natural market, and it 
would be difficult to drive them from it. If 
the McKinley bill is amended so as to ac- 
knowledge the principle of Pan-American 
reciprocity the logic of events will force Can- 
ada to offer in the way of fair trade all the 
United States could be expected to ask. 


M’KINLEY ON THE WORK OF CONGRESS. 

Maj. McKinley having been selected by the 
Republicans of the new district into which a 
Democratic gerrymander had thrown him as 
their candidate for Congress accepted the 
nomination yesterday in a speech made at 
Massillon. Naturally most of what he had to 
say was devoted to a review of what Congress, 
and especially the House of Representatives, 
had done to carry out the pledges of the plat- 
form of 1888. 

The Silver, Dependent Pension, Anti-Trust, 
Meat Inspection, Original Package,” Agri- 
cultural Colleges Grant, and Customs Admin- 
istrative bills have passed both Houses and all 
but one of them are in force.

The only part of his remarks not given up to 
the work of Congress was devoted to the 
shameless Democratic Congressional gerry- 
mander, which he denounced as it deserved— 
not because it threw him into a district which 
was meant to be Democratic, but because it 
was a lawless attempt to steal the next House 
of Representatives by the theft of a number of 
districts in Ohio, grabbing fifteen members 
out of twenty-one, even though the State 
should go Republican by 20,000. It is Maj. 
McKinley’s hope that this outrageous political 
trick perpetrated on the eve of the making of a 
new apportionment will awaken the indigna- 
tion and spirit of fair play of the voters of Ohio 
and thwart the designs of these seut stealers. 


NEW ADVANCE IN STRIKE DOCTRINE. 

In some recent comments upon the demand 
of Mr. Powderly that the New York Central 
company should submit the pending contro- 
versy to arbitration, Taz TUN said: 


To submit such a question to arbitration would 
place the management of the New York Central 


railroad inthe hands of Mr. Powderly and his 


board. They would have the right to pass upon 
the discharge of any member of their organiza- 
tion, and the Supreme Council of the federation 
would have a similar right. They could dictate 
also who should be employed. They, in fact, could 
take charge of the general business affairs of the 
road, and Mr. Depew, Mr. Vanderbilt, and Mr. 
Webb would be responsible to Mr. Powderly, not 
to the stockholders of the road, 


The situation outlined in the above com- 
ments has been reached sooner than we antic- 
ipated. The contagion of strikes is spread- 
ing without rhyme or reason. From strikes 
for wages, which are always proper subjects 
of arbitration, it spreads to strikes against the 
right of a corporation to discharge employés 
for cause which cannot be submitted to arbi- 
tration, as in the case of the Knights of Labor 
strike in New York. Now comesa strike 
based upon the right to dictate to a corpora- 
tion whom it shall employ. The switchmen in 
the yards of the Chicago and Alton road have 
taken this position and struck in defense of it. 
Some months ago the Western Indiana road 
secured the services of Thomas Welch, who 
had been the Alton’s yardmaster. One of the 
switchmen succeeded to his place, but proving 
to be inefficient and complaints being lodged 
against him by business-men whose interests 
were suffering by his delays Mr. Welch was 
asked to come back to his old place, there be- 
ing no suitable person in the yards to do the 
work. Thereupon theswitchmen waited upon 
the General Manager and demanded that the 
contract with Welch. be rescinded and that 
some employé of the company be given his 
place. As the General Manager properly re- 
fused to yield to this demand the switchmen 
struck. In an interview with the General 
Manager he thus states his position: 

We are always willing and, in fact, desirous of 
promoting employés when we think we can do so 
and at the same time do justice to ourselves and 
our patrons. But when men are not found com- 
petent and we want to employ men from other 
roads we shall do so, and not be dictated to by 
employés. 

The public will sustain Mr, Chappell, the 
General Manager of the Alton road, in his 
maintenance of the right to employ men in 
the interest of his road and its patrons as it 
has sustained Vice-President Webb in his 
right to discharge men in theinterests of the 
New York Central road and its patrons. The 
one strike, like the other, is without justifica- 
tion. So long as the employer does not vio- 
late law or infringe upon specified -contracts, 
his right to employ or discharge for cause 
whom he pleases must not be touched, and it 
is time that this point should be made clearly. 
There are rights which the men are warranted 
in tlaiming and there sometimes are abuses 
to which they should not submit and in resist- 
ing which they would have public sympathy, 
but neither the rights nor the abuses include 
the action of a company in employing or dis- 
charging such men as it pleases when there is 
good reason for its action, either in maintain- 
ing discipline, improving its service, or advanc- 
ing the interests of the company and the pub- 
lic, Mr. Webb laid down the rule explicitly 
when he said: 

The people of this Stafe granted to this com- 
pany ite franchise, and made it obligatory upon 
it to render certain services to the public, and 
provided that all ite duties, including the employ- 
ment and discharge of all classes of agents, 
should be performed by certain officers; and its 
officers do not propose to surrender, abandon, or 
transfer the discharge of these duties, or any part 
of them, to any one except their duly appointed 
successors. 

The right to employ goes with the right to 
discharge. If these two rights were yielded 
corporations might as well surrender the 
management of their interests to the Execu- 
tive Boards and Supreme Councils of the 
labor organizations. Is this to be the next

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FOUR EASTERN LINES WILL REPUDI- 
ATE THE NEW BILL OF LADING. 


All Other Roads, Except the Pennsylvania, 


the Monon by the East Tennessee, 


The new uniform bill of lading, according 
to present indications, will not be put into 
effect Sept. 1 by any of the roads, excepting 
the Pennsylvania. A meeting of the Chicago 
Committee of the Central Traffic Association 
was held at Chairman Shaw’s office yesterday 
morning to talk over the situation and find out 
what truth there is in the reports that several 
of the roads had decided to repudiate the new 
bill of lading. It was ascertained that so 
far as the Wabash was concerned 
it would not adopt the new bill. The state- 
ment was made that the fast freight lines op- 
erating over that line would put the new bill 
of lading into effect, but as far as its line 
locally was concerned it would not. This 
means that the Wabash will not attempt to 
force the fast freight lines operating over its 
road in connection with other roads to re- 
pudiate the new bill, but on all traffic which 
it secures independently it will use the old 
bill of lading. This will give the Chicago and 
Grand Trunk the desired opportunity to re- 
fuse to adopt the new bill of lading, as it 
voted to accept it on the express condition 
that the action of the roads must be unani- 


mous. 

The discovery was also made that the Big 
Four and the Chicago and Erie roads will re- 
fuse to adopt the new bill of lading unless the 
Wabash and all the other roads put it into ef- 
fect. This makes it quite certair that the new 
bill of lading will not be adopted by the above- 
named four roads, The opinion seemed to 

revail that, under the circumstances, it will 
be im ible to make the new bill of lading 
effective. The Pe lvania lines were the 
only ones who decl that they would adopt 
the new bill of lading, no matter what action 
the other roads may take. It is quite likel 
however, that the Pennsylvania lines wi 
change their minds when they find that the 
other roads get away with all the traffic. 

The opinion prevails that the defection 
among the ro was caused by promises 
made to them by the *** that they would 

the bulk of traffic if they repudiated the 

ill of ladmg. The Vanderbilt roads do not 
propose to take a position that would deprive 
them of a fair proportion of the traffic, and 
will therefore follow the example of the 
Wabash, Grand Trunk, and other roads, who 
will not adopt the new bill of lading. 

The Uniform Bill of Lading Committee, 
* — of representatives of the roads in 
the Line and Central Traffic Associa- 
tions and the lake and rail carriers, will meet 
at Chairman Blanchard’s office in the Rook- 
ery tomorrow to give the representatives of 
the trade organizations a hearing as to the 
amendments and modificat:ons they desire to 
have incorporated in the new bill of ‘ 
The hope is expressed among railroad offici 
that the shippers will be prepared to submit a 
draft of such a bill of lading as they desire 
the carriers to adopt. If a satisfactory bill 
is submitted by the shippers if is ost 
certain that the Bill of ing Committee 
will recommend its adopjion by the various 
roads. The indications are, however, that the 
forwarders will not appear before the commit- 
tee at all to make any reommendations for 
the amendment or modification of the new 
bill of lading. The old bill, which has been 
used for many years, is good enough for them, 
and they seem to feel confident that enough 
roads will continue to use this to force all 
other lines to do the same. 


IS THE MONON TO CHANGE HANDS? 


Conflicting Reports Regarding the Sale of 
the Road to the East Tennessee. 

A special dispatch to Taz Tarrscunsz from 
Louisville states that a private letter was re- 
ceived“ in that city last evening from 
James M. Felter, President of the Kentucky 
National Bank, now in New York, stating that 
he was present when President F. D. Carley 
of the Kentucky Union railroad signed a deed 
conveying that road to the East Tennessee, 
Virginia and Georgia railroad company. The 
Kentucky Union is a short line from Lering- 
ton, Ky., extending 150 miles into the Ken- 
tucky Mountains, reaching the lumber and 
coal regions. 

A rumor has been in circulation for several 
days that the East Tennessee, Virginia 
and rgia is also negotiating for the pur- 
chase of or traffic arrangement with the Louis- 
ville, New Albany and Chicago (Monon 
Route), but nothing can be learned tending to 
confirm the report. Animosity towards Pres- 
ident Breyfogle of the Monon is believed tc 
be responsible for the circulation of damaging 
reperts regarding the management of that 


President Breyfogle is in the East and noth- 
ing can be learned from him as to the truth 
or falsity of the reports regarding the alleged 
absorption of 4 — by A t Tennes- 
see, Virginia an rgia railway com , 
Other officials of the Monon claim to — 
nothing of such a deal and are inclined to look 
upon the report as a canard. When the Brey- 
fogle syndicate obtained control of the Monon 
it was understood that the Louisville and 
Nashville and Pennsylvania companies were 
interested parties. ere can be no doubt as 
regards the Pennsylvania’s interest in the 
property, as the competition formerly existi 
between the Monon and the Pan-Handle (Jef. 
fersonville, Madison and Indianapolis) has 
entirely ceased and friendly relations have 
been established between the two interests, 
As — 4 the interest the Louisville and 
Nashville is said to have in the Monon noth- 
ing definite can be learned. Ifitistrue that 
the Louisville and Nashville has an interest in 
the road it is not likely that it will allow it to 
be absorbed by the East Tennessee and Vir- 

inia. The Monon is the direct outlet for the 

ouisville and Nashville system from the Ohio 
River to Chicago and the Northwest, and its

It is strange, to say the least of it, that the 
mistress should be entitled to have a written 
and formal character of the servant, and that 
the servant, to whom the situation is every- 
thing that is miost important in life, should 
have no formal 2 her of judg- 
ing of the situation, of hearing of the charac- 
ter of the housefrold. 

This, which common justice demands, could 
be easily remedied without any extra ma- 
chinery by the following plan: Every mistress 
should c a referee, or two referees, 
among her servants, past or present, who have 
been with her not less than two years; she 
should give the names and addresses of these 
two referees to servant whom she is in- 
clined to engage before she writes for her 
character from her last mistress. I cannot 
umagine any reasonable objection to this 

lan. If carried largely into practice it could 
— the test of any theory about domestic 
service. 

Mistresses could then gather statistics and 
make generalizations as to the situations 
which were most highly recommended and 
most sought after by the best and most cdm- 
petent servants. It might also put spirit into 
the custom of character-giving, which is said 
by some to beso formal. Personally, I have 
never found is 80. It puts a vast amount of 
irresponsible power into the hands of one 
fallible human being; and, though I think it 
may rarely be ab it adds tremendously to 
the unnecessary and injurious dependence of 
servants.—Mrs. F. Darwin in Nineteenth Cent-

It was 
known asthe Sydney coach, and it was this 
one which was held upand robbed below 
Rapid City in 78. That was rather a cele- 


brated hold-up, The robbers got a couple of 


gold bricks from the Homestake Mine. There 
have been no stage robberies in the Hills for 
ten years. Five weeks ago, however, a train 
was held up on the Elkhorn road, about fifty 
miles east of Chadron. They got $25 or $30, 
and allowed themselves to be taken in by the 
Sheriff the next day with a shadow of a fight. 
There is no lawlessness in Deadwood or the 
other Hill towns now. The last lynching was 
in There were three that year. 

Dead wood is a live business town now. 
At the time of the mining excitement it had 
10,000 inhabitants. Itdwindled to 4,000 after- 
wards, but this spring Deadwood has taken a 
new start on the strength of the two railroads 
that are coming in this fall.

The Great Fight Will Soon Begin in the 
Senate. 

Wasuineronr,..D. C., Aug. 26.—[Special.]— 
The fight between the Sugar Trust and the con- 
sumer is closé at hand. The sugar schedule 
in the Tariff bill was reached by the Senate 
today. At the suggestion of Senator Aldrich, 
who has charge of the bill, it was passed tem- 
porarily, This means that the reciprocity 
amendment which is to be offered by the Fi- 
nance Committee is not quite perfected. It 
also means that the majority in the committee 
are not fully agreed as to their course. But 
whether there be a reciprocity amendment or 
not the issue between the Sugar Trust and the 
people is the same. The trust has decreed 


that there shall be no free sugar 
above Dutch standard No. 13. The 
popular demand is for free sugar

IT MEANS RETALIATION, 


The Real Purpose of the Meat Inspection 
Bill Just Passed. ' 

Wasuincron, D. C., Aug. 26.—[Special.]— 
There seems to be some misunderstanding 
about the various meat inspection bills. The 
measure which awaits the President's signa- 
ture relates largely to pork intended for ex- 
portation. A Government inspection is pro- 
vided which guarantees the wholesomeness of 
the product exported. Then if foreign Gov- 
ernments refuse to accept this guarantee and 
remove the restriction on 4 i meats the 
President is armed with the broadest kind of 
retaliatory powers. Retaliation is the real 
purpose of the bill, and its passage was asked 
by the State Department because diplomatic 
negotiations had proved unavailing. While 
the measure relates mostly to salted meats, 
provision is also made for a Government in- 
season of live-stock intended for export. 

e burden of the expense of inspection falls 
upon the owners of the vessels upon which 
the exported animals are to be carried and not 
upon the exporters of the animals. The rea- 
son for placing all these expenses upon the 
exporting vessel is that the so-called cattle 
boats are still alien vessels, and the competi- 
tion among them is so great that they will not 
be able to transfer the cost of inspection and 
disinfection to the shoulders of the American 
exporters. Another reason for fixing the ex- 
pense uon the owners of the cattle boats is 
that the Department of Agriculture may dis- 
criminate in the execution of the inspection 
law against cattle boats belonging to those 
countries that discriminate against American 
meat products or cattle.

A Bill for the Punishment of Post-Election

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 26.—Representa- 
tive E. B. Taylor (Ohio), from the Commit- 
tee on Judiciary, today reported to the House 
a bill amending Sec. 5,515, Revised Stat- 
utes, relating to the misconduct of. officers of 
election and custodians of ballots at Congres- 
sional elections. The object of the amend- 
ment is to prevent post-election frauds, which, 
it is said, under existing law, may be commit- 
ted at will, and for any violation of which the 
United States is powerless to prosecute or to 
protect the rights of citizens who may be 
candidates for Congress.
